AMATEUR RADIO ENHANCEMENT 
ACT SB1755: 


Cliff-K@CA informed us tonight, about the AREA 
SB1755, it has passed in the senate, now in the 
house, waiting for a final vote. If you want to help

The article explains how Amateur Radio licensees 
throughout the US can help support this legislation 
which would instruct the Secretary of Homeland 
Security to study the use of Amateur Radio in 
disaster relief and emergency communications, to 
identify unreasonable impediments to enhanced 
Amateur Radio communications, such as the 
effects of private land use regulations on residential 
antenna installations, and to make recommen- 
dations on whether the Telecommunications Act 
should be modified to prevent unreasonable private 
land use restriction that impair the ability of 
amateurs to conduct emergency communications

DX Horizons

NOTES: Spring is definitely in the air now and with 
it the end of the winter DX season. It is time to 
think about longer openings in the daytime on the 
higher HF bands and fewer hours of good 
conditions on 40M and 80M. The 20M band will be 
staying open later and give those who can’t get into 
the shack until after dinner a chance to taste the 
good DX. Also it is a good time to start planning for 
those long delayed antenna projects you dreamt 
about all winter. 


Thus far this year | have suggested several ways to 
improve the rate of return on your QSLing activities. 
This month | will wrap up my discussion of this 
matter with a few miscellaneous ideas for you. The 
first is the use of foreign postage stamps to include 
with your outgoing direct mail QSL card. Instead of 
including a couple of green backs or IRC’s, some 
DX’ers have gone to the trouble of acquiring foreign 
postage stamps for the DX operator to use in 
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returning his card to you. This can be time 
consuming and will require some research on your 
part to find a source and to make sure you include 
the correct amount of postage. But in cases where 
all else has failed, the effort will increase your odds 
of getting his card in return. | would reserve this 
method for those cases where earlier attempts 
using $$ or IRC’s have failed (or where IRC's are 
not accepted) and the card is highly desired. There 
are several sources for foreign postage stamps but 
the two | see referenced most often are:

These two sources are accustomed to working with 
DX’ers on their needs and can supply foreign 
postage in small quantities. They also have 
European size envelopes and special nesting 
envelopes available. The nesting envelopes are 
nice as these eliminate the bulge that results when 
folding the return envelope to insert into the mailer. 
This adds another level of security as the bulge can 
sometimes signal a foreign postal worker that 
something of value is inside. 


Another suggestion is to include something of a 
personal nature such as a short note, a photograph 
or a picture postcard of some local attraction. The 
note might simply say how much you enjoyed the 
QSO that took place, or offer a greeting to the 
DX’er and his family with wishes for their good 
health. The postcard or note can usually be 
included without exceeding the 1 ounce weight limit 
for one unit of airmail postage. 


NEWS: A5-Bhutan. Steve W7VOA will be active 


from Thimpu from April 23 until May 1. Call sign is 
to be A52SW. He will operate CW and SSB on 
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80M-10M. As this is a working trip he will be mainly 
operate local evenings and weekends. QSL K2AU. 


JD-Ogasawara: A team of five ops led by KBAQM 
will activate this island beginning 28 March through 
April 12. QSL JD1BNJ, JD1BNK, JD1BNM, 
JD1BNQ to K8AQM. JDIBNN goes to JF3MYU. 
Activity on all bands 160M to 10M CW, SSB, RTTY. 
KHO-Marianas: JHOMGJ will activate Saipan as 
ALSA/KHO from 24 to 26 April using CVV and SSB 
80M-10M. QSL to JA7JEC. 


XV-Vietnam: OH4MDY is active until April 6 as 
XV2RZ 80M-10M. QSL to home call direct only. 


3B8-Mauritius: There will be two independent 
operations from here in April. DLG6UAA will again 
activate 3B8MM starting April 4 for 3 weeks. He 
will be on 160M-10M. Activity will be heavy on CW 
but with some SSB and digital. QSL to Home call. 
Additionally, SP2JMB will also operate from here 
April 7-14 as 3B8SC, CW only. QSL via home call. 


A7-Qatar: Special event station A71RCAR will be 
active April 4-6 to celebrate the 2010 Regional 
Conference on Amateur Radio. QSL to the Qatar 
Amateur Radio Society, PO Box 22122, Doha, 
Qatar. 


CY0-Sable: There is word that Randy, NOTG is 
planning a fall expedition to this rare NA Island. 
Look for an October time frame operation. Sable is 
a Canadian Island located in the St Lawrence 
channel where it meets the Atlantic. | think it has 
been some years since anyone has operated from 
Sable and should be of interest to many in the area. 


PJ5-St Eustatius: This Island, a part of the 
Netherlands Antilles will likely become a separate 
DXCC country with upcoming political changes. 
This will take place in the fall months and W8GEX 
and AAANN are already planning to activate the 
new one at the time of the changes. A multi op 
crew with a minimum 10 day stay and 24/7 
operation should give all of the deserving a chance 
to work this new one. 


T30-Western Kiribati: Look for JAIXGIAV8XGI as 
T30XG or T30/T32XG in early June for about 1 
week. Activity will be CVV and digital on 40M-6M. 
QSL to JA1XGI. 
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VP8-Falklands: MOPCB is active now through April 
7 mainly on 15M using VP8FIR and VP8RAF. QSL 
to the home call. 


ZL7-Chatham: Kaz, ZL3JP will be active from this 
rare island April 28 to about May 3 using ZL7J. 
Plans are for CW and SSB on 160M-10M. QSL to 
JH1THRJ. 


ZM8-Marion: Recent operations by ZS8M are 
bogus. Slim is indeed alive and well. The real 
ZS8M operator is now undergoing training in Cape 
Town for his long stay on Marion. He will not be 
active until at least May 15. There will be a public 
announcement prior to the start of his operations. 


That is the highlights for this month. Thanks to the 
ARRL DX Bulletins, the OPDX Bulletin and the 
425eng Bulletin. Remember, ‘Work ‘em first and 
worry later’.
